(EDITORIAL ANALYSIS) 


To Expand To Add New Division 


The officials of the 
Corps and the State University 
of New York College at Brock- 
port’ announced completion of 
arrangements for continuing and 
extending the unique Peace 
Corps/College Degree Program 
to admit a third group of candi- 
dates in June, 1969. The mem- 
bers of the first contingent com- 
pleting the fifteen-month pro- 
gram which combines the upper 
division undergraduate educa- 
tion with Peace Corps prepara- 
tion are now serving on bi- 
national educational develop- 
ment teams in the Dominican 
Republic; the second group is 
now in the academic year phase 
of this joint project and is slated 
for overseas asignment in Latin 
America in August, 1969. 

The candidates will be select- 
ed from the ranks of students 
in good standing at an accredit- 
ed college who are completing 
their sophomore or junior year 
by June 1969. Those selected 
will be able to earn an A.B. or 
B.S. degree and be eligible for a 
Peace Corps assignment in one

academic year flanked by two 
summers of fully subsidized and 
integrated academic courses and 
Peace Corps training. They will 
be expected to major in mathe- 
matics or the sciences; those who 
have completed their junior year 
prior to entrance into the pro- 
gram will have the opportunity | 
for a double-major. 

At the end of. the second sum- 
mer armed with the degrée, a 
teaching license, in-depth cross 
cultural preparation and fluency 
in Spanish the graduates as 
Peace Corps volunteers will be 
off on their Latin American as- 
signment. As members of the 
staffs of teacher training insti- 
tutions and/or consultants to 
secondary teachers of mathema- 
ties or science, they will be im- 
portant participants in the edu- 
cational development efforts of 
their host countries. During their 
two year sojourn they will have 
the opportunity to earn up to 
twelve semester hours graduate 
credit.

Few can argue with one of 
the. proclaimed themes of the 
Cal State at Frisco disruptions: 
“A better education for minority 
groups.” 

However the methods used by 
student reformers and even their 
stated goals cast suspicion upon 
the sincerity of their motivation. 

In speaking of the welfare of 
students it is contradictory to 
subjugate the rights of the ma- 
jority to that of the minority. 
In any case the “battle” is being 
supposedly waged in the name 
of students, yet one cannot help 
but notice several descrepancies 
in this claim. 

STUDENTS ON STRIKE 

First of all, if several hundred 
students go on strike, that’s 
their business. But when they 
harass the campus so that classes 
are impossible, then they violate 
the rights of the majority of stu- 
dents who wish to go to college 
for an education. 

Recently the strikers, who 
have estimated themselves at 
over 1,000, stated that they 
would have to stop the other 
17,000 students from “strike 
breaking.” Is’ this freedom? Is 
this safeguarding the rights of 
students? 

WHAT HAPPENS 

What happens if the college 
actually has to close its doors? 
It’s possible that a number of 
students could be drafted. Others 
from around the state who saved 
up their money to attend Frisco 
State would find themselves 
bankrupt for no reason. Would 
this action be in the favor of

The news media tells us that 
numerous cars have been van- 
dalized. How does one reconcile 
“protecting” student interests 
with smashing of cars — some 
of them owned by students? Or 
for that matter what about the 
irresponsible destruction of 
school property which raises the 
taxes on all citizens, students in- 
cluded? : 

DEMAND FOR ABOLITION 

The demand for abolition of 
admission standards for certain 
groups is an interesting one, es- 
pecially since the state colleges 
face their greatest crisis in hav- 
ing an overflow of qualified stu- 
dents. One can’t help but won- 
der if this demand would not in- 
jure those its supposed to help. 

Admission standards, in part, 
are set up to protect the student 
not yet ready for college work. 

If a person cannot pass an en- 
trance exam and hence is unable 
to do college level work when 
thrust totally unprepared into a 
competitive intellectual environ- 
ment, the chances are excellent 
that he will accumulate a num- 
ber of F’s and with them an in- 
feriority complex. No one likes 
to be the dummy in class. 

MAIN PROBLEM 

The main problem at Frisco 
State remains the overtone of 
violence. An evil threat to the 
principle of academic freedom 
the free give and take of 
ideas and sugestions. 

If violence is the precedent to 
be set on our campuses then:the 
ugly head of facism will have 
risen amongst us.

This reporter first saw Step- 
penwolf over a year ago at the 
Whiskey A-Go-Go in Hollywood.

Big hits for the group were 
“Sookie’ Sookie”, “The Pusher’, 
and especially “Born To Be 
Wild’. During this reporter’s 
travels to the mid-west last sum- 
mer, I was greatly surprised to 
hear “Sookie, Sookie” and “Born 
To Be Wild’ being played on the 


radio and by groups in Chicago, 


Cleveland, and Buffalo; thus pro- 
viding documented proof that 
Steppenwolf’s popularity is nat- 
ionally acclaimed. 

Following Southland appear- 
ances with such groups as Cream 
and The Electric Flag, their 
second album, “Steppenwolf, 
The Second” was released. The 
new LP is much like the first, 
differing only in that Steppen- 
wolf is using even more original- 
ity. The big hit is “Magic Carpet 
Ride”, which shows off tremen- 
dously the talents of Kay and 
organist Goldie. 

All in all, the Steppenwolf 
concert should be very reward- 
ing to music enthusiasts of all 
tastes. The group is highly pro- 
fessional, and does not revert to 
gimmicks to please the public. 
They will play straight forward, 
good music.
